candidate. 
Th^re had been a great deal of dissat­ 
isfaction with the choice of the Re­ 
publicans for this office, and it was 
only after a great deal of persuasion 
on the part of both Republicans and 
Democrats that he consented to be a 
candidate.

Election in Choiler. 


Hancock county held up her end 
yesterday along with the others that 
contributed the handsome majority of 
20,000. 
With one exception the 
election 
in Grant district was very quiet and 
a gpod vote WMT polled, the first pre­ 
cinct showing a gain of 21 over 1896, 
although the best 
political authori­ 
ties on that side claim the full vote 
was not out. 
Charles 
Allison, the Democratic 
nominee for sheriff, won out over Cup- 
pert, of Cumberland, by 142 of a ma­ 
jority. 
This was about the 
only contest 
made by the Democrats, and was one 
of the 
cleverest and most complete 
victories secured by any 
candidate. 
There had been a great deal of dissat­ 
isfaction with the choice of the Re­ 
publicans for this office, and it was 
only after a great deal of persuasion 
on the part of both Republicans and 
Democrats that he consented to be a 
candidate. The vote of Allison is con­ 
sidered by his friends as a great com­ 
pliment, since he had a Republican 
majority of 217 to overcome. 
Justice Johnson was reelected to the 
position of justice of the peace by a 
nice majority*, having run about 
40 
votes ahead of his ticket. 
The presidential candidates in the 
first precinct were given 167 for Mc­ 
Kinley and 79 for Bryan, and the Re­ 
publican national ticket will have a 
majority over the Democrats of 298. 
George Bambrick, of 
Cumberland, 
Democratic candidate for prosecuting 
attorney, was next to Allison, but fell 
short by only a few votes, electing his 
opponent, J. A. McKenzie. 


J. H. Allison, of Chester, received 
a handsome vote for the berth of con­ 
stable, and the entire Republican tick­ 
et was elected. 
One coincidence that came to light 
late this afternoon was the fact that 
in Hancock, Brooke and Ohio counties, 
which adjoin each other, all the coun­ 
ty Republican tickets were 
elected 
in each, excepting that of the office 
of sheriff, which fell to the 
Demo­ 
crats. 
J. B. McDonald created some trou­ 
ble in the Chester precinct by intro­ 
ducing a number of foreign laborers 
wbom 
some of the election officers 
did not believe were entitled to vote. 
The matter was settled without 
a 
great 
amount of trouble, 
however, 
and the election was a very peaceable 
affair throughout. 
Eighteen affidavits were 
made In 
this precinct yesterday by different 
electors, and they were about evenly 
divided between Democrats and Re­ 
publicans.

Election in Chester. 


Hancock county held up her end 
yesterday along with the others that 
contributed the handsome m ajority of 
20,000. 
With one exception the 
election 
In Grant district was very quiet and 
a gpod vote was polled, the first pre­ 
cinct showing a gain of 21 over 1896, 
although 
the best 
political authori­ 
ties on that side claim the full vote 
was not out. 
Charles 
Allison, 
the 
Democratic 
nominee for sheriff, won out over Cup- 
pert, of Cumberland, by 142 of a ma­ 
jority. 
This was about the 
only contest 
made by the Democrats, and was one 
of the 
cleverest and most complete 
victories secured by any 
candidate. 
Tlrere had been a great deal of dissat­ 
isfaction with the choice 
of the Re­ 
publicans for this office, and it was 
only after a great deal of persuasion 
on tho part of both Republicans and 
Democrats that he consented to be a 
candidate. The vote of Allison Is con­ 
sidered by his friends as a great com­ 
pliment, since he had a Republican 
m ajority of 217 to overcome. 
Justice Johnson was reelected to the 
position of justice of the peace by a 
nice majority", having run about 
40 
votes ahead of his ticket. 
The presidential candidates in the 
first precinct were given 167 for Mc­ 
Kinley and 79 for Bryan, and the Re­ 
publican national ticket 
will have a 
majority over the Democrats of 298. 
George Barabrick, of 
Cumberland, 
Democratic candidate for prosecuting 
attorney, was next to Allison, but fe’l 
short by only a few votes, electing his 
opponent, J. A. McKenzie. 


J. H. Allison, of Chester, received 
a handsome vote for the berth of con­ 
stable, and the entire Republican tick­ 
et was elected. 
One coincidence that came to light 
late this afternoon was the fact that 
in Hancock, Brooke and Ohio counties, 
which adjoin each other, all the coun­ 
ty Republican tickets were 
elected 
in each, excepting that of the office 
of sheriff, which fell to the 
Demo­ 
crats. 
J. E. McDonald created some trou­ 
ble in the Chester precinct by intro­ 
ducing a number of foreign laborers 
whom 
some of the 
election officers 
did not believe were entitled to vote. 
The m atter was settled without 
a 
great 
amount of trouble, 
however, 
and the election was a very peaceable 
affair throughout. 
Eighteen affidavits were 
made In 
this precinct yesterday by different 
electors, and they were about evenly 
divided between Demociats and Re­ 
publicans.

OUR COMPLEX BRAIN 


HOW 
NERVE 
M ESSA G ES ARE 
CON­ 
V EY ED TO AND FROM IT.

The science of medicine Is year after 
year becoming more and more perfect 
Its diagnoses are more reliable, and its 
method of treatment is more rational. 
Although the brain is the chief part 
of the animal man, yet there are many 
tilings about the brain which scientists 
have not yet fathomed. 
lint great strides have been made n. 
that knowledge which has only within 
recent years been discovered and which 
reveals to us what the cranium really 
contains. Shelving what has gone be­ 
fore ami what has been taught as med­ 
ical law, the following Interesting data 
on how the brain works are uow what 
is accepted at the present time as th* 
correct theory: 
The cerebrum- front and top—Is tim 
chief part of the brain and the imme­ 
diate source of all our mental action 
The gray matter of the outer surface Is 
made up of layers of nerve cells. These 
are the thinking centers. Experiments 
have clearly demonstrated that each 
convolution has a special function, and 
lf destroyed It caunot be replaced. 
It has also been found that the left 
side of the brain la more active than 
the right. 
How has that been found out? Well 
lf an epileptic commencea a fit by 
twitching the right thumb or hand one 
would find its causa In Its nerve center 
on the left side of the brain. It Is only 
within the past few years that medical 
man ara now able to make a map of the 
surface af th* brain according to the 
various function5* performed. 
AU impressions received from the 
outer world, whether through the me­ 
dium of sight, smell, hearing, taste or 
touch, ara carried direct to the surface 
of the brain and recorded In the blain 
calla of their respective areas, while 
all movements ara the result of im­ 
pulses from the cella In the different 
motor area *. 


Now. there are live large sensory 
areas in the make up of the brain. 
First, night, which is the largest, at 
the back of the brain. Smell, taste and 
bearing have their positions at the side 
of the head in the temporal (temples) 
region aud inner surface. 
Touch bas 
its domicile at the top of the brain, 
while tile large motor (giving motion) 
area takes up the bulk of the middle 
brain. 
These are so splendidly arranged by 
nature that the motor cells of the lips 
are in front, then those of the hand, 
arm and so on to the foot. 
To give 
you an example how the sensory and 
motor nerves work: If you touched 
anything hot or sha^p. the Impression 
would be couvejed to the sensory area 
along the nerves connected with It. 
! The sensory cell which received the 
; message would immediately communi- 
I cate with the motor cells to pull your 
hand away. 
Why is It easier to remember an ob­ 
ject than, nay. a mathematical formula 
or a poem? The reason of this Is m at 
Whereas the former has impressions 
stamped on several brain centers, such 
as si jht, touch, smell, taste and the 
reat, the latter are stamped on centers 
which are not nearly so retentive as 
the former. 
lu repeating i>oetry, for Instance. It 
Is the sound of the last line which 
suggests the next line, but an object 
presets Itself to the brain centers 
concerned Immediately. 
You know an 
apple or an orange when you see It 
because you are aided to distinguishing 
it by a set of centers which are not 
only more numerous, but quicker in 
perception. 
Though poetry is revived 
in the sight aud sound centers, It Is 
not so well fixed there as in the other 
case, because it calls up fewer cen­ 
ters. 
An apple, for instance, is stamped 
twice lu the optic center, once as a 
green fruit and once as the printed 
word. There Is an optic word center 
and a pictorial or photographic center. 
The poem is only stamped in the for­ 
mer, as of course It is uot an object 
which can be pictorially represented. 
The brain is uothing less than a big 
album of photographs and other sen­ 
sory impressions. The prefroutal reglou 
may be compared to s registry office 
where certain records are kept In the 


lug place for the memory. * lf we wish 
to recall a subject the stimulus must 
pass to the prefrontal or registry office 
of the brain, whence the stimulus Is 
sent to the brain cells containing the 
sensations to he recalled. 
It Is like a 
signal box on a railway. 
Now. unless your blood be In good 
order the active life of the brain will 
be affected. 
Blood Is the nourishing 
agent, and if it be of a poor kind the 
work it does In the w ay of nourishment 
will be of a worthless character practi­ 
cally. 
Foor blood Is an enemy of the 
brain, but happily it Is not so disas­ 
trous a foe as worry. Jn^hatyou have 
fbe real enemy of the w ain. 
Worry 
disorganizes the machinery of the 
brain and mind and is little inferior to 
shock, which usually paralyzes both. 
Worry causes Irregular nerve action, 
and If it be continuous It produces a 
confusion of Ideas. This depresses the 
cells of the brain, and the usual result 
Is lf there Is no abatement in the worry 
complete failure of the brain’s action 
and consequent mental disturbance. 
Self control Is the key to preserving 
the equilibrium of the brain aud to 
maintaining Its natural beulthy state.— 
Pearson’s Weekly.
